Has Variable Power 


A prim e asset of the Titan Ilf, 
too, is its design as a standard

orbits of about 300 mile altitude 


Maximum power will be more 
than 2 million pounds thrust at 
liftoff, believed to be double that 
of R ussia's current giant booster

A m onster combination of fast' 
firing solid and stable liquid fuel 
motors, the Titan III is expected 
to become the keystone of the 
m ilitary space effort in this dec­ 
ade.

Debate Snag 


LOS ANGELES (U P I)-G ov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown said today nego­ 
tiations for television debates with 
Richard Nixon had broken down 
because his Republican opponent 
"refuses to face me except in the 
term s he dictates." 


The action by the governor, who 
faces Nixon in November's guber­ 
natorial 
election,

“ I went into these negotiations 
in good faith,” Brown said, “and 
I already have made one major 
concession to Nixon—two debates 
instead of one. 
But he shows no such g o o d 
faith," Brown continued. "He does 
not want to negotiate. He wants 
to dictate. And 1 won't perm it it.” 
Brown said the negotiations had 
reached an impasse on the ques­ 
tion of form at. 
The governor said he proposed 
that the debates be held with the 
same format of the Kennedy-Nixon 
debates during the I960 presiden­ 
tial cam paign in which both can­ 
didates w ere questioned by exper­ 
ienced panels of newsmen.

The Nation Is You 


Senator Byrd of Virginia, who is proba­ 


bly the Senate’s foremost expert on fiscal 


affairs, has contributed an article to Tax Re­ 


view in which he underlines some basic if 


unpalatable truths. 


The nation’s fiscal position, he observes, 


characterized as it is ‘‘hv debt, deficits, and 
threatening inflation,” does not inspire con­ 
fidence either at home or abroad.

WASHINGTON—In the bill be­ 


fore the Senate to create a profit- 


seeking corporation to own and 


operate a communications satel­ 


lite system , popularly kown today 


as Telstar, the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration is in th position of being 
forced to accept an adopted rather 
than a natural child. 
Had the Telstar system been 
spawned in the W hite 
House, 
rath er than being the child of 
legislative compromise, it would 
have been a Government-owned 
corporation and not owned joint­ 
ly by corporate 
and 
private 
shareholders. Some strong Senate 
insistence, coming at a time when 
the Administration is trying to 
live down an anti-business repu­ 
tation, has brought into being the 
bill which was recently returned 
to the Senate floor for action. 
Anti-Capitalist Band 
We must wait and see if the 
bandetti of anti-capitalist Senators 
— Morse, Gore K efauver, Neu- 
berger et al. — m ean to kill the 
free enterprise bill by filibuster 
or whether they will fall back 
and regroup to fight again. 
But the interim hearings, which 
Interrupted 
the 
filibuster 
on 
August 1st, have added futher 
proof that 
the 
anti-capitalists 
are not merely objecting to legis­ 
lative details. They are afflicted 
with a mania, a 
madness, in 
respect to the institution of Ame­ 
rican business. At

committee 
hearings, several additional as­ 
pects of the anti-capitalists were 
revealed:

Telstars (m any satellites would 
eventually be orbited) would be 
for global telephoning rather than 
television, business rather than 
proselytizing. 
'Live’ Telestar Impractical 
Ed Murrow, director of the 
U.S. Information Agency, evident­ 
ly did not have his heart in defen­ 
ding the profit-seeking corpora­ 
tion. But he agreed with Senator 
Symington that tim e differences 
around the world would m ake 
"live" T elstar shows im practical 
after the novelty w ears off. Mu­ 
rrow said that USIA films would 
still be moved largely by jet 
plane. He said that the private 
news 
media, 
supplemented 
by 
instantaneous world-wide Defense 
Department 
com m unications, 
would continue to 
flash 
news 
stories and announcements around 
the globe. He adm itted to Senator 
Lausche that the bill contempla­ 
tes a Government-owned Telestar 
if 
privately-owned 
Telestars 
should prove inadequate. 
But the anti-capitalists were not 
satisfied with the facts and assu­ 
rances. They do not want business 
to make this multi-billion dollar 
gain. Their m ania is such that 
they cannot 
see 
Telestar 
as 
anything exept a nozzle to hose 
Asians, Africans and especially 
Latin Americans 
with 
political 
sermonizing. 
Under the present and fore­

The 
Senate finally found itself in a 
m ess so em barrassing that it in­ 
voked its anti-filibuster (cloture) 
rule for the first time in 35 years. 
Two weeks earlier, when the 
dimensions of the mess were al­ 
ready apparent. Sen. Joseph S. 
Clark, D Pa., quoted an editorial 
query published in his home state: 
"W hat we got in Congress? 
Some kind of nuts?” 
That, said Clark, had to be the 
normal reaction of any citizen 
watching the Senate in its struggle 
with the Communications Satellite 
Bill. He thought there was no need 
for passage of the bill this year, 
but he voted this week to cut off 
debate. 
The Satellite Bill and other Con­ 
gressional snarls have provoked a 
new round of questions as to 
w hether the lawmakers still w ant 
to travel by covered wagon in the 
Space Age. These questions are 
m ore likely to be asked outside 
than inside Congress. 
New Reform 
Clark, who is asking them from 
inside, is the author of a program 
to rebuild the Senate with reform s 
too sweeping to command m uch 
support. 
It has been 
IS years since 
passage of the Congressional Re­ 
organization Law. which was sup­ 
posed to modernize the structure 
of Congress. It provided m ore 
liberal staff help and eliminated 
som e useless committees, but sub­ 
com m ittees with separate staffs 
and offices began to multiply. 
Some of its provisions, notably on 
dealing with handling the Federal 
budget, were abandoned in two or 
three years as unworkable. 
By command of both the House 
and Senate, the committee which 
drafted the law could not tam per 
with the rules of the House or 
Senate. Hence it oould not touch 
two wellsprings of controversy— 
the power of the House Rules 


Committee and the power of a 
Senate minority to block or force 
changes 
in legislation by 
fili­ 
buster. 
The Communications Satellite 
Bill was caught in what its op­ 
ponents called an "educational 
filibuster." For the most part, 
“educational 
filibusters" 
a re 
aimed at 
alleged 
"giveiways" 
and are led by ardent ' i- -'j, 
who profess to be »?a r.st f li- 
busters but insist that 
sauce for the goose is sau-e for 
the gander." They a-e not r ~i- 
bers of the club which runs the 
Senate as best it can. 
Not Consistent 
In short, when the liberals make 
use of the Senate rules of almost 
unlimited debate, they call it an 
"educational filibuster." but when 
Southern 
Democratic 
filibuster 
against civil rights bills, they call 
it obstruction. 
In the past few years, there 
have 
b e e n 
"edu:ational 
fili­ 
busters" against two natural gas 
bills (both eventually pasted but 
vetoed), the Tidelands Bill and a 
m easure d e a l i n g with atomic 
power. The objective has been to 
call public attention to an alleged 
bit of favoritism to private busi­ 
ness. 
Because of their periodic battles 
against civil rights bills, most 
Southerners are committed to un­ 
limited debate in the Senate and 
to vote against cloture. However, 
some of them tolerated and even 
connived in getting the successful 
cloture vote last Tuesday. 
There also are Republicans who 
by conviction or because of al­ 
liances with Southerners normally 
vote against shutting off debate. 
Most of them voted for cloture 
this week. 
It could be that they saw a 
chance 
to 
avenge 
themselves 
against Sen. Wayne L. Morse. 13- 
Ore., the ex-Repubtican who was 
leading the fight against the bill.

NEW YORK (U P I) - When a 
customer at a jewelry auction 
makes the high bid on a fancy 
bauble, he expects to take it over 
as quickly as he comes through 
with the cash. 
But in the biggest auction mar­ 
ket of them all, he sometimes 
finds that what he has bought 
seems a little slow in coming into 
his hands. 
That market is the New York 
Stock Exchange, and kindred ex­ 
changes throughout 
the 
nation, 
where millions of shares of stock 
change hands daily from seller to 
buyer. 
Members and member organiza­ 
tions of the NYSE are today re­ 
ceiving from exchange officials a 
series of notes designed to be 
mailed out by the member firms 
to 
customers 
explaining 
what 
pains are 
taken to make sure 
that deliveries of stock certificates 
are made without delay. 
The exchange is proud of its 
complaint record. Last year, it re­ 
ceived about 1.200. out of 15.750,­ 
000 buy or sell orders executed 
but Frank J. Coyle, director of the 
department of member firms, not­ 
ed that a quarter of the queries 
concerned delay in the delivery 
of securities to customers. 
Recent revelations of the thefts 
of certificates from various groups 
here in New York may have stim­ 
ulated interest in the matter of 
delivery, although losses by theft 
are protected by insurance. 
Coyle in his circular said a de­ 
lay in delivery may not be fully 
appreciated as significant simply 
because a delay doesn’t mean a 
financial loss to the customers 
But 
many 
customers 
w a n t 
prompt delivery, he said, parti­ 
cularly new investors who are ac­ 
customed to getting other types of 
merchandise when they pay for it 
or even before it is fully paid for. 
S< me want the “ psychological 
curity ’ of actual possession, and 
sometimes irritation over slow de­ 
livery may make an unhappy sit­ 
uation between the broker and his 
customer. 
Thus it is that in the mail from 
your broker you may soon get one 
or more little booklets explaining 
delivery procedure.
